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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Oksala's "timing access 
burst" is not a signal which is adjusted. The "timing access burst" is not what is relied upon for adjustment in Okasala's invention, the 
"timing advance value" is what is relied upon to meet the limitation of timing adjustment. Col. 4, lines 23-29 cite that the idle frame slot 
number (CFN) identifies the time slot which timing access burst and timing advance values should be transmitted. The timing advance 
values advances the transmission of data (col. 2 t lines 20-38), which reads on Applicant's timing adjustment limitation. 
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
